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1) (cun-ently amended) A dally training system, relating to use by a dallyer, for safe daily- 
practicing, near a substantially fixed object, using at least one saddle horn and using at 
least one dally rope, said dally training system comprising, in combination: 

a) line means for providing at least one selectably retractable line; and 

b) tension means for controllably applying at least one tension force to said line 
means for selectably retracting said line means; 

c) wherein said line means comprises such at least one dally rope; 

d) wherein sai_d_at least one dally rope is structured and arranged to permit dallying 
around the at le ast on csaddle horn , 

2) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 1, further comprising first 
connection means for connecting said line means to such at least one dally rope, 

3) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 2, further comprising second 
connection means for connecting said tension means to the substantially fixed object. 

4) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 1, further comprising second 
connection means for connecting said tension means to the substantially fixed object. 

5) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 4, further comprising saddle horn 
means for holding said line means fixablc in adjacent position to such dallyer when such 
dallyer is using said line means in such daily-practicing, 

6) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 1 , further comprising saddle horn 
means for holding said line means fixable in adjacent position to such dallyer when such 
dallyer is using said line means in such daily-practicing. 

7) (currently amended) A dally training system, relating to use by a dallyer, for safe daily- 
practicing, near a substantially fixed object, using at least one saddle horn and using at 
least one dally rope, comprising, in combination: 

a) at least one line structured and arranged to provide at least one selectably 
retractable line; and 

b) at least one tensioner structured and arranged to 

i) controllably apply at least one tension force to said at least one line; and 

ii) selectably retract said at least one line; 

iii) w herein said at lea$t one tensioner comprises at least one reel adapted to 
win d and unwind said at least one line; 

c) wherein said at least one line comprises such at least one dally rope 

d) wherein said at least one dally rope is structured and arranged to permit dallying 
around the at least one saddle horn , 

8) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 7, further comprising at least one 
first connector adapted to connect said at least one line to such at least one dally rope. 

9) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 8, further comprising at least one 
second connector adapted to connect said at least one tensioner to the fixed object. 

1 0) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 7, further comprising at least one 
second connector adapted to connect said at least one tensioner to the fixed object. 

1 1) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 1 0, further comprising at least 
one saddle horn to hold said at least one line fixable in adjacent position to such dallyer 
when such dallyer is using said at least one line in such daily-practicing. 
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12) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 7, further comprising at least one 
saddle horn to hold said at least one line fixable in adjacent position to such dallyer when 
such dallyer is using said at least one line in such daily-practicing. 

1 3) (currently amended) A dally training method syst e m , relating to safe daily-practicing, 
near a substantially fixed object, using at least one dallyer's rope, the dallying steps to be 
used by a dallyer, comprising, in combination: 

a) providing at least one line; 

b) providing at least one reel structured and arranged to ap j^ly ap plying at least one 
tension force to such at least one line for retracting such at least one line; 

c) connecting such at least one reel t e nsion forc e to the substantially fixed object; 

d) connecting such at least one line to such at least one dallyer's rope; and 

e) dallying sub s tantially adjac e nt to such dallyer when such dollycr -is using said at 
least one dallyer's rope l in e in such dally practicing , 

14) (currently amended) A dally training system, relating to use by a dallyer, for safe daily- 
practicing the steps of dallying, near a fixed object, using at least one saddle horn and 
using at least one dally rope, comprising, in combination; 

a) at least one line; 

b) at least one reel structured and arrang ed at least one to n ai o fte r - a dapt ed to apply at 
least one tension force to said at least one line such that said at least one line is 
retractable; and 

c) at least one saddle horn to hold said at least one line substantially adjacent to such 
dallyer when such dallyer is using said at least one line in such daily-practicing; 

d) wherein said at least o ncjine comprises such at least one dally rope 

e) wherein said at least one dally rope is structu r ed and arranged to permit dallying 
^Aund__the at least one saddle horn , 

15) (currently amended) The dally training system, according to Claim 14, wherein said at 
least one dally rope comprises at le ast one free end which can be coiled in at least one 
hand of the dallyer lin e compris e s such at least one dolly repe. 

16) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 14, further comprising at least 
one first connector to connect said at least one line to said at least one dally rope. 

17) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 1 6, further comprising at least 
one second connector to connect said at least one tensioner to the fixed object. 

18) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 14, further comprising at least 
one second connector to connect said tensioner to the fixed object. 

1 9) (amended) The dally training system, according to Claim 14, wherein said at least one 
reel comprises at least one asymmetric protrusion adapted to provide irregular retraction 
of said at least one line furth e r comprising ot l e ast on e r ee l . 

20) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 14, wherein said at least one 
tensioner comprises at least one spring. 

21) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 14, wherein said at least one 
tensioner comprises at least one clutch system structured and arranged to allow the 
dallyer to selectably control tension in said at least one line. 

22) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 14, wherein said at least one line 
comprises at least one safety release. 
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23) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 22, wherein said at lea5t one 
safety release comprises at least one hook and loop material. 

24) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim J 4, further comprising at least 
one anti-kinking element structured and arranged to assist anti-kinking in said at least one 
line. 

25) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 24 ? wherein said at least one 
anti-kinking element comprises at least one swivel. 

26) (currently amended) A dally training system, relating to use by a dallyer, for safe daily- 
practicing, near a fixed object, using at least one saddle horn and using at least one dally 
rope, comprising, in combination: 

a) at least one line; and 

b) at least one tensioner adapted to apply at least one tension force to said at least 
one line such that said at least one line is retractable; 

c) wherein said at least one tensioner comprises at least one reel adapted to wind and 
unwind said at least one line; 

d) w herein said at least one li n c_c_omprises at least one dally rope; and 

e) at least one anti-kinking element stiyc tur ejA and arranged to assist anti_-kinking in 
said at least one line . 

27) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 26, wherein said at least one reel 
comprises at least one eccentric portion adapted to provide irregular retraction of said at 
least one line. 

28) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 27, wherein said at least one 
eccentric portion comprises at least one protrusion. 

29) (original) The dally training system, according to Claim 28, wherein said at least one 
eccentric portion comprises exactly one protrusion, 

30) (currently amended) The dally training system, according to Claim 29, wherein said at 
least one tc eLcomprises at least one case stmctu rcd_and arranged to house sa i d_at least 
one reel lin e compri se s at least on e dally rop e.
